Nations happy. 
By bringing together a fit, ſuitable and well- 


qualified people unto one houſhold-G overnment,or lictle Commonwealth; 
\Wherein every one' may keep his Propriery, and' be 
employed in ſome Work or-orher, as he ſhall 
be fit, for without being Oppreſſed.

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Aving ſeen the great inequality and diſotter among men in the World, that 
H not only evil Govetnours or Rulers, covetous Merchants and Tradeſmen , 
lazie, idle, and negligent Teachers andorhers have brought all under fla- 
very and Thraldom : bur alfo a great number of the common handy-craftſ-men, or la- 
bourers (by endeavouring to decline, eſcape, or caſt off rhe heavy burthen.) do filll all 
things with lyes and deceit; to the opprefling of the honeſt and good people, whoſe 
Conlciences cannor beat ſuch praKtiſes, therefore have I (being borne for the common 
welfare )defigned, to endeaycur to bring four ſorts -of people( whereof the World chief- 
ly confifts Jour of all Secs, into one Family or Honſhold-Government, viz. Husband- 
men, Handi-crafts-people, Marriners, and Maſters of ſeveral Arts and Sciences, to the 
end that we may the berter eſchue the the yoak of Temporal and Spiritual Pharaobs, 
who have long enough domineered over our bodies and ſouls, and fer up again (as in 
former times ) Righteouſneſs, Love, and brotherly ſociableneſs, which are ſcarcely any 
where to be found, for the convincing of thoſe that place all greatneſs, onely 
in domineering, and not in well-doing, contrary to the pattern & do&trine of the Lord 
Jeſus, who came not to be ſerved, but to ſerve, and gave his life a ranfome for many 3 
appointing his Kingdom unto his Apoſtles, as it was appointed ro him from his Father, 
anſwering them when they murmured, who after k1s departure ſhould be greareſt a- 
mong|t them,ſaid, If any among you wonld be \ hang him be the ſervant of all. In di- 
re& oppoſition and contradiction to the world, where they are accounted the greateſt 
. who have moſt ſervants, and not they,that.do moſt ſervice ro others, and therefore the 
Worlds grearnefs, and'the greatneſs of Chriſtians differ as muchas light and darkneſs, 
whereastrue Chriſtians being merciful, do endeavour to eaſe mens Burthens , inſtead 
thereof others (as if there were nor trouble enough in rhe World ) are ſtill making 
the burthen heavier with new deviſes, ſetting themſelves forth daily in their fight, as 1f 
their defion were to vex and grieve poor people and ſtir them up ro impatience with 
their exceſs and rior, | F I 
Juſt as if a Phyfitian that were able to cure the fick ſhould come bragging and make 
a boaſt of his skill, ro make rhem the ficker. 6 
To this may be added , rhoſe thar are called ſpiritual perſons, or Clergy men, \vho 
perſwade people (that they may the more willingly drndge for chem ) to believe that i 
they take care of their ſouls as if they could love the ſoul which they cannot-ſees, "and 
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Ler tis return again to mefcifulneſs which is as well touched wich the miſeries of the 
bodyzas with the miſeries of che ſoul,ſetling ſuch order or ſociety of mutual love where- 
by the oppreſſed(ſcarce able to brearh)maybe broughr to reſt and enlargement. | 

Taking upon them every day (except the Sabbath) ſo many as are fit ro work the la- 

. bour of fix hours, beginning ordinarily from 9. of the clock in the morning to twelve 

| at noon, and from three till fix ar night, they that have hard work to do may begin in 
Sumner Mornings while it is cool, and take their reſt in the heat of rhe day , beftow- 
ing che _ of their time, for the cefreſhing of their bodies, and profitable exerciſes of 
the mind. 

The rich people , (being nor of our Society) having a defire to dwell ant 
us, ſhall nor beleand wy Sy if they will = rwan, of themſelves do an _ 
they will hold forth a good Example to all rich rime-looſers in che world, ml paying 
for their dier,cloathing,lodging and other neceflaries they ſhall be free. 

Thoſe that come into our Society ſhall not bg bound to make their goods Common 
for(according to the tenth Commandment )none ought co-Covet another mans goods, 

If any will our of a free real and bountiful heart bring in any thing co increaſe the 
Stock it ſhall be uſed for the common benefic , without being appropriaced for any 
mans own in patticular, | 

If any be minded to leave the Society, they ſhall nor onely receive that which they 
brought, bur alſo a ſhare of the profit which hath been fince they came to the 
Society,fram their eighteenth year of age and upwards, no profig being made in their 
timc ,it ſhall be ar the pleaſure of the Society to give them what they pleaſe , for the 
profit made before belongeth nor to them, 

If any one having brought into the Society mony or any other commodities,afterwards 
defires to go out again ,. they (ball acquaint the Society thereof , that ſo there may be 
care taken to reſtore it , the ſum being nor above 10o0!. ſhall he paid as the owner de- , 
Gres, if more then 1001. they ſhall haye freedom to pay it within a years time, paying 
them aquarter of the ſum preſently (if they deſire 1t) that ſo none may be hindred ro. 
leave the Society when they pleaſe. | 

For the well-ordering of our buſineſs we ſhall have need of two great houſes one in 
or about the City, Yiz. a Warehouſe for Merchants or Tradeſmen, another in the 
Country neer a River for the Husbandman, Handi-craft people,School-maſters and Mar- 
riners, 

The houſe in the Ciry ſo big that 2e.0r 30. Families may dwell in it, having ſhops of 
ſeveral. wares, as Cloth, Sayes,linen, men and womens apparel, ſtockings, ſhoes, hatrs, 
and other uſeful and neceſſary things , being the foundation of the whole work, not 
onel; by reaſon of the profir that comes by trading, bur alſo- becauſe all Handi-crafts, 
belonging thereunto depend thereon. | | 

Our trade will for three ſufficient Reaſohs undoubtedly increaſe, the Firſt is , that: 

' there will not be over-asking in price, but all will be ſold at the loweſt rate in a word, 
contrary to tne common cuſtome of rhe world, | 

The ſecond is, that we dwelling at a6heaper rent, and living leſs coſtly, can make 

all chings berrer at the price, | | 

The third is, that the profit is made uſe of for the common-good, as well for the 
poor honeſt people of one, as of another Sec. 

For the building of che Country-houſe, for the Husbandmen, Handi-crafts poophy 
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Mariners and Maſte”s of Arts and Sciences, we have need of Brick=makers, Bricklayers, 
Carpenters, Swiths, as alſo Ship-carpenters, not onely to make Boats, wherein to ferch 
and carry goods to and from the City, bur alſo to catch fiſh forthe Society, and after- 
wards to build ſhips to ſend to Flanders, Holland, France, and other places , faili 
with our own people that ſhall have all chings common among them abroad , as we 
as in the Seciety ar home, being as welcome, having done their duties;when they come 
home from a bad voyage, as from a good ; their ſhips or goods being lot by ſtorm or 
otherwiſe, the loſs is co come upon the -Society in common, which venters no more 
chan what the ſociety can well ſpare, and may be ſer forth again as they are able, thei: 
Wives and Children being alwayes provided with neceſſaries,as well as others. 

' This houſe is to be built ſo far from the water, that therebe lefr a convenient Key 
to deliver ggods out of the Ships , and if it be poſſible to bring the water our of the © 
River round abour the houſe, with a draw-bridge, to be ſecured by night from thieves 
and robbers , deviſing rwo Inftruments whereby the fiſh may come our of the River 
into our water, and not go out again , having our Gatden for pleaſure and nec effity 
behind our houſe. - | 

Which houfe is to be built after a convenient manner, with publike and private 
places, for freedom and conyeniency a chamber and'a clofler for every man and his 
wife with a great Hall, th lay all things ready made,in order , a place to drefs victuals, 
another ro eat together, a third for the Chifdren, alſo Cellers ro keep mear and drink 
- Inaplacefor the fick, one fqr the Phyfitians and Chyrurgions furviture and medicines, 
another for all kind of uſeful, as well natural as ſpiritual, Books, Maps , and other In- 
iruments belonging to liberal Arts and Sciences, ſeveral places for Scholars , a place 
for tr &e. who intending to ſtay any leng time ſhall do ſome work, or pay for 
their lodging and diet. | | 

Every year an account ſhall be given, and what is overplus, above neceſſity, a part 
ſhall be ditribured ro men and women, alſo to young men and maids, that ſo every 
one may have wherewirhall co give to the poor, or to pleaſure his friends in ſome ſpe- 
cial manner. | 

One man alone, (though he were chief of the whole Sociecy) ſhall not be Maſter of 
the Caſh or Treaſury 3 but three of rhe uppermoſt in the Government ſhall alwayes 
have the keyes, ſo that one,or two, upleſs the third were with them, ſhould not be able 
to open the Cheſt : A three-fold Cord doth nor eafily break, ſaith Solomon. 
. None is toRule longer then one year , leſt he domineer in his Office , and othets 

ſeeking bis favor,play the Hypocrites. 

A man bertwixt 3o. and go. years of age, ſhall be choſen chief Governour of the 
whole ſociety, every one giving his voyce for him that he judgeth ro be fir, | 
This man having Governed one year, a new choice ſhall be made, with liberty to 
chooſe him that laſt Governed, as well as any body elſe ; by this means he that hath a 
* mindato continue in the Government will have an Inducement to rule well, that he 
having the favour of the people may be choſen again;nor rthar any Governour is to rule 
according to his own pleaſure 3 but according to ſuch Orders as the whole People ſhall 
make except inſmall marrers wherein they cannot make any certain Oxder : Bur who 
would not rather,if no benefit come of Ruling, work quietly fix hours in a day,hen ro 
be in perperual diſturbance of bis thoughts, being imployed in mulciplicity of bufinetles. 

Here none is tobe choſen for his riches or wealth, (as we ſee come to paſs inthe 
world;to the ruine almoſt of all Commonyealths ) bur for his Wiſdom. 
A2 Men 


Men and women having the ever-ſight of meat, drink, and other things, ſhall Go- 
vernbyrurns 3 and in caſe ſome would rather keep to their ordinary work, they ſhall 
be paſſed by , and others pur in cheir ſtead. Ten or twelve men and women having 
Governed bale a year,five or (ix of them ſhall go ofl,and five or fix others come in their 
ſtead, the other continuing half a yeer longer co inſtru& them chat do newly come inz 
with what they are nor acquainted, having ſo many young people -to do the hardeſt 
work as ſhall be requiſite, who being come to yeers, and having gotten experience, 
ſhall _ rule over others, for it doth ſure the aged te give orders , and the young 
ro obey. 

The ck ſhall not onely be ficted to do the houſewitery, and order children, bur 
alſo in caſe hereafter they be minded to leave the Society, they ſhall learn a good 
Handy craft-Trade,that ſo whether they leave the Society, or come ro be wharried they 
may be able to get their livelihood,ſomerimes taking their turns one with another,thar 
ſo they way continue fit for working and houſewifery, 

It will alſo be very profitable (beſides the quiet and eaſe that we ſhall have hy the 
helping one another) ro dwell rogerher ; for whereas in 100. Families dwelling aparc, 
we ſhould Rand in need of ar lealt x00. women to do the houlewifery 3 now bringing 
100. Families together , the ſame may be done with 25. wumen.the reſt (when the 
ſhall be fir) being imployed abour ſome other work ; for the common good, whic 
' many women will rather dozthen to be a whole day troubled with diverhties of cares. 
| Whereas in 100, Families there will be need of 100, fires every day to be made ; 
bringing ſo many Families together , we ſhall be able ro make ſhifc with four or five 
great fires and furnaces, one to boil and roaſt meat ; @nother where the chiidren are ; 
a third where men, women, young men and maids meet together at meals, fitring ar 
the Table in order, (as Joſeph's brethren) che women over againſt the men , 
men next their fathers , al maids next their mothers , the young people waiting by 
turns at the table, that ſo one*may not be reſpe&ed above the other, neither will ir 
be needful.(being aſſured of one anothers love) to uſe rhe ceremonies of putting off 
the Hat, or common drinking to one another; yet not to-hinder any man from ſhew- 
ing his hearty love to a ſtranger,or orherwiſe. 

Meat, Drink, and all other things will coſt us leſs, hecauſe we buy a great quan- 
tity at once 3 alſo ie ſhall our own ſelves breed up kine, ſheep, hens, ducks, and other 
things, having garden. and orchard fruits, from our Gardeners and Husbandmen 3 fiſh 
from our Fiſhermen, making drink for neceſſity and refreſhment for our ſelves. 

If any deſires to marry,he ſhall nor be tyed to marty one of our ſociety 3 if he will 
have a vertuous perſon abroad,our of the Scoiety, and dyell with her,or have her come 
into the Society,every one is left to his liberty, 

All things wherein the Kingdom of God doth nor confiſt, (not contradifting Seri- 
pture nor Reaſon) are to belefr free, as the outward form of Baptiſm, the Lords Sup- 
per, and the like,becauſe in the omitting of ſuch things,there ſeems to be more danger 
then in the performing of them. 

The Apparel-ſhould be firred' for the body, and convenient for the work, withour * 
heing-tyed to faſhions, colours, of ſtuffs, onely the unneceffary trimming to be for- 
born,thar God's creacures which he hath made be not miſuſed. : 

If any that have an Eſtate, defire to have ſtuff, cloth, or other things finer then 0- 
thers, they may adde to it ſo much of- their own money as it will coſt more 3 for ir 
will be a demonſtration to:the poor withour the Society, that he bathan ability above 
others to relieve them, In 


In all handy-crafts we ſhall appoint the beſt work-men for Maſters ,"who as well as 
others are to work fix hours. + 

Whereas now men in the World do conceal their skillfrom one another, for their 
own private advantage, here in our Society _y are to bring it in, and imparr it to 
the common well-fare, being the onely way to-find out the height, depth, length and” 
breadth of all things. 

The children of the poor are to be brought up, rothe comfort of their parents , as 
well as the children of the rich infttuting the ſams (beſides their ordinary handy- 
crafts) in natural Arts Sciences and Languages that ſo they may be firred for ſome- 
what elſe beſides working. 

They are to be taught onely neceſſary and alwayes uſeful trades, that they may con- 
tinually, howſoever the world changes, get their living, for ſome having learned onely 
uſeleſs handy-crafts,oftentimes through the change of the world, (which falls into ſome 
other way and cuſtome ) come to poverty and Want. 

Whereas the Traders in the world do oppreſs their workmen, with heavy labour and 
ſmall wages, in fiead thereof with us, the gain of the Tradeſmen will redound to the 
benefit and refreſhment of the workmen. | 

And whereas the Traders of the world, ſeeking after their own particular profit and 
adyantage, are continually betwixt hope and fear, now here in our Society every one * 
is y_=y romind his buſineſs , for the lofs that is ſuffered lieth upon none in in par- 
ticular, | 

In obſervance of the words of Chriſt to give to Ceſar the things that are Ceſars, 
we are tO pay Taxes and tribute to the Magiſtrates , being in ſubje&tion under all -Hu- 
mane Dudaces which are not contrary to the will of God, 

- Such Tradeſman or Merchants that are honeſt, and cannot well provide for them- 
ſelves, may timely, before they be neceſfiared to wrong any one, turn in to us. 

Any honeſt rm through fickneſs, want of trading, work or otherwiſe, being in 
poverty and debt, may be brought to reſt, by making an agreement with their Credt- 
rors, uf merciful, or if unmerciful, to giue them all they have, in full ſatisfaRion, 

A Family being united and conjoyned with us, and being come to be ſetled in quiet, 
will make known their welfare to others, and men perceiving that. the profir ta - 
fit is extended to the refreffing of the oppreſſed, among all Secs, will-readily come to 
—_ buy commodiries, and proviſion being made aforehand, alk things will follow in 
Order. . 

It is far otherwiſe with us than in Hoſpitals of old men and women , where they 
come in out of neceſſity, not being able otherwiſe to prov'de for themſelves, for their 
own benefit only,with their contentious,oppoſition,and deerly rooted infirmities, ha- 
ving oftentimes their bodies by hard labour ſpoiled and ir ade decrepir,and their minds 
corrupted by evil manners being pany times((beſides,a deep ſtupid ignorance) ſo ill na- 
tured, that no reaſon can ſink into them. 

Some handy-craftsmen, as Smirhs , Carpenters and others, do undergo often upon 
hope to atrain eaſe from labour,twenty or thirty years almoſt intollerable labour, ler- 
ring our their money to intereſt, that it may increaſe ; and ſometimes looſe principal 

all, thar they have ſo ſurely laboured for, or elſe come xo die before they have gi- 
ven themſelves to reſt, often leaving their eſtates tothe deſttuRtion of their children in 
the world, who in pleaſure and voluptunuſneſs do conſume, what the parens have got- 
ten and gained vrich ſo great- labour, and ſometimes it comes to ſuch hands , which in 
their life time they grutched ſhould have it, who after-their death laugh ar them for- 
their labour, ſomerines their Children and relations long for their dearth 3 and —_ | 
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they d6{ivetong efiough to uſe their eſtates themſelves , then ofcentimes their bodies 
which tbey have ſpoiled with working,will ſuffer chem to rake no reſt. | 

On the contrary, there will be noneed in our Scciety, to take any care, or to make 

roviſion for the aged time,or day of fickneſs, nor for «children 3 for the aged will be 

crer looked after then the young , the ſick then the hearhful, and the children after 
the death of their-parents as before. | | 
Any leaving_zheir childrea in ſuch a ſociety, doth better than if they left them 
much money,” becauſe th2y are under the eyes and inſpe&tion of many good people, 
and areſure of neceflaries ; whereas other wiſe they being brought up by others, are 
many times ſpdiled by their parents Eltares, being the fruvts of their labours, 

If any fall fick in our ſociety,he hath not onely that which he ſands in need of,bur be- 
fides,he is freed from all worldly incumbrances, for all things being in order, all chings 
are taken care of without him,on the contrary men commonly in the World are buſted 
with their affairs,as long as they have underſtanding. 

Some being healchful and able wich cheir Trade or Merchandize to ger more than 
Others, are commonly not inclined to co.r'e in to us , becauſe they love their private 
gain more than the common good ; but conſidering how ſoon their health may be loſt, 

1t will be reaſonable for them, without delay, to deſire ſuch a withed eftate and condi- 
© tion for themſelves and families. 

Coverouſneſs,exceſs,lying & deceit,together with all che evils chat ſpring up out of 
riches, or poverty,will be excluded from us,who maintain equality,if any be mindedro 
live diſorderly in drunkenneſs, adulrery, whoredom,Gþc. he can have no entertainmenc 
in our Society,neither will they be willing ro. come in to the company of rhe vertuous, 
* for he thar doth evil, haterh the lighe, and cometh not to the light, that his works may 
not be reproved,but who ſo doth the truth, comerh to rhe light, that ic may be mani- 
felted that his works are donein God, - 

Many finding no reſt in their preſent eftate and condition, and being wearied with 
all the differences in ſpiricual,as in worldly matters, will be ready ro come in to us. 

Some teachers being convinced of their perverting and erroneous teaching , would 
ſpeedily gain-ſay all falſhood and errors,if they did bur diſcern that chere were an op- 
portunity ro get their living otherwiſe, whereas now, being not Rtrong enough to bear 
poverty & reproach,they remain in their old condicion to the deſtruction of their ſouls. 

Many young men and maids being wearied under the {lavery and ſervice of others, 
would for the eaſe of their bodies, and advantage of profit of their ſouls,come in and 
joyn with us ; whereas otherwiſe they are oftentimes kirred up,and provoked(by hard, 
tric, and ſevere Maſters, and Miltrefles) to wicked and deſperate reſolutions,cither by 
marrying an unfit perſon,and ſo calting away themſelves ; or giving themſelves up to 
ſomeevil courſe,as we often ſee come to paſs in the Workd, #7 

The women in our Society having loſt their husbands , they and their children are 
cared for ; whereas elſe dwelling by themſelves, they are ofrentimes forced together 
with their lircle ones , to paſs cheir lives in poverty, and grief ; ſometimes receiving 
.. relief of the rich with reproachful languages, to the increaſe of, their grief ; ſome being 

; at the prime of their years are diſregarded : but in our Society,children whether fey or 


manyare no hinderance. . 
Thoſe among us that defire to marry, will-not ſo eafily (having ſeen one anothers 


converſation ) be deceived,as they are now in the World, . | 
' Young men and maids are forced oftentimes for want of opportunity, to paſs their 


years in {olitarineſs,contrary to their natures : Th's trouble will be taken away in out 
; | . x S2cietys 


ociery, when they need flot Took. Her houſe or houſhold Auff ; but withor care they 
may marry, if they can affe one anotherzdoing their uſual work as before. 

Parents whentheir children come to marryzare not diſquiered co provide what is re- 
quired for an houſhold or trade 3 the fear they ſhould have no cuftone or work, can+ 
not ſeize upon them : ſo that they may the berrer live togerher in love,whereas elſe for 
Wane of cuſtome or worke, they wiſh they had never been married, yea ſometimes that 
chey had never been born : they cannot mind themſelves and chilgren as is fir,Partly for 
want of time,and partly for diſtration of thoughts : ſo thar the Parents with their Chil 
dren,inftead of joy and comfort,oftentimes do live in nothing, but ſadneſs & calamiry. 

Somrimes Husbands and Wives, inſtead of growing tn love, and being loving gentle, 
and meek to their Children and ſervants, do through roo much care and vexation, fall . 
into diſorderly manners, they become murmurring one againſt another whence com- 
monly evil and wicked reſolutions are begotten, the women living by themſelves, 
are ſo tyed to their Families, that they can go no whither with quietneſs ; on the con- 
crary in our Society we ſhall have opportunity for all lawfull occaſions. 

The Children are not to be taught any humane Forms of Religion, bur the writings 
of the Saints, and natural Arrs Sciences,and L anguages, that their underſtandings ( be- 
fore they have the uſe of Reaſon) be nor ſpoyled, as for the moſt part is done among 
all People and Nations in the Wojld ; on the contrary, it is to be imprinted in them, 
that they oughr nor in tpicicual matters to betitye any bur choſe who have the Spirit 
of God toatteſt and demonſtrate the divine authority of their do&rine : for our faich 
ought not to depend upon mens words, but upon the powerfull or wonderfull 
works of God : So doing, there will be no foundation for Secs, Factions andSchiſms 
laid in their hearts. 


There ſhall be built a great Mega place, not onl y for our Family, or Society, bur 
alſo for all rational men, ro with feats rifing one higher then an other, thar 
every one may be feen; ha ore them convenient leaning-places to read and write 


upon 3 alſo one desk on one tide or end, toread the holy Scripture ar a ſet time, gi- | 
ving liberty after that reading, to every one to propound ſomewhat for mutual edifica» 
tion,none being tyed,unleſs himſelf think fit,to anothers matter to follow or gainfay ir. 
| For in ſpiritual things, we acknowledge none bur Chriſt for Head and Matter 3 who 
of old hath appointed in his Church Apofiles, Prophers,Evangeliſts, Paſtors and Teach- 
.ers; theſe ( having through the Spirir of God,) which led them into all rruth 
®> brought forth and lefr behind them the writings of the New-Teſtament ) we own for 
*»Ambaſladotrs, and their words ( withour any interpretations of men-) for our 
rule and plumet , keeping in remembrance when we meet together, that we muſt 
allow that liberty of ſpeaking to others, which we defire our ielves, without tying any 
one t0-Our Opinion, maintaining a firm friendſhip with ſuch who have renounced all un- 
reaſonable things conrrary to the Scripture, without Rumbling at any differences,vvhich 
do not hinder love and piety : For our Children wichour douhr, will be of ditering 
opinions, and yet no reaſon, when they do not hinder the commor-welfare, to exclude 
them from our Society. It ought alſo ro be onfidered,that the moR difterenc2s { dwell- 
ing together )by time, & liberty of ſpeakingwitl ceaſe to be. The more,becauſe with us 

no loſs will be ſuffered by the changing of our opinion; for the moſt part of the differen- - 
ces in ſpiritual and worldly matters ariſe from a conſideration of a worldly advantage, 
which if in the worle abroad as in our Society were taken away, evil and falſe opinions 
would ſoon fall to the ground 3 but the Teachers being'Spiricual Caprains, would ra- 
ther (as to the generalicy) for their own profit have Wars'chen Peace in Chriſtendom, 

andtherefore they having made an incurable rent do fet: people one againſt __

- ths diſcourſe ſhort,that another may have his tun likewiſe,contrary to the Cuſtome of 
the Common Teachers, who cnly (or ſolely ) ſpeaking, do lengthen their diſcourſe, 
co the wearying of their Auditory, for which end the Moderators, who ought to be 
meek and underſtanding men, ate to obſerve that there bedue order kepr.
